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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
The applicant argues that the heat spreader of DiGiacomo et al. cannot also include a container barrier disposed on the heat spreader 
side. The examiner believes that in the broadest sense, the container barrier is part of the heat spreader, but also is a separate portion of 
the heat spreader. In that case, the container barrier, being the sidewalls of the heat spreader is connected to the portion (top side of 
spreader 53) of the heat spreader which is the die side. Even if that were not the case, the limitations of the claims would be satisfied if 
the fins (58) in fig. 1 of DiGiacomo were considered the heat sink and the portion (53) was considered the container barrier. In that 
scenario, the container barrier (53) is disposed on the heat spreader (58) die side. The container barrier and the heat spreader then (not 
necessarily in conjuction) form a recess upon the die side, since the container barrier has recesses in it formed on the die side of the heat 
spreader. Therefore, the prior art shows ail of the elements of the claims and the Office Action shall remain final . 
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
